Governor Nestos continued to pile up a great 


margin over William Lemke in all sections of the 
state. In 774 precincts out of a total of 2138, Gov. 
Nestos has 63,847 and Lemke, 31,831 or a majority 
for the governor of more than 32,000 which no 
league districts can now overcome. 


J. F. T. O'Connor's margin has fluctuated back 


and forth and nothing but a complete rural vote will 
decide the issue. Poor roads and slow counting has 
made it impossible to get returns from the SMpe 
where the league has is the past piled up its heaviest 
votes.

The directors of the club resigned in a body to give the repre- 
benlatives of the American City Bureau a free road, but of 
course of volunteering their services in any way.in whjch 
they may help. 


The reorganization is to be undertaken on a broad plan. 


Two of the most salient features are that elections shall be 
democratic, each member to have a vote, and that the mem- 
bership fee in each case1 shall be the same, although one man 
may take out several memberships and distribtue them 
among the members of his firm or institution. 
The plan has 


the double-barreled effect/ of bringing into the Commercial 
club a greater number of persons and of insuring that the 
mtmbership shall control its elections through the 'secret 
ballot.

That a civic and commercial body which shall be the 


medium of the business men of the community for the ad- 
vancement of the business interests of all, for the promotion 
of civic enterprises and expansion of the activities of the 
city, is (i necessity is not denied. The great problem is to 
enlist cnough»citizens- in the community in a whole-hearted, 
unselfish support of the business and welfare of all. 
Bis- 


marck must make strides in the next two years or go back. 
The development of western North Dakota and the bridge 
put the matter squarely before the business men, large and 
ymall.

It is to be hoped that citizens will enlist themselves 


in the new plan for the Commercial club, and that out of it 
may grow a medium which shall prove of inestimable value 
in furthering the interests of the capital city.
